First on its list 
of objectives, of course, is repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act, but labor’s 
objectives go beyond direct labor 
legislation into the field of social 
welfare, including such subjects as 
ect housing, expansion of so- 
cfal security. 

‘Jack Kroll, director of the CIO 
Political Action Committee, which, 
along with the AFL and railroad 
lebor political action groups, took 
up much of the slack in the Demo- 
cratic campaign effort here par- 
ty leaders were listless, was 
prompt today in reminding 
new Congress of labor’s claim to 
consideration, George Meany of 
the AFL League for Political Ac- 
tion, filed a parallel claim.

The President’s civil rights pro- 
gram is likely to encounter the 
same old Southern filibusters that

Dewey said in the cam- 
paign that he supported the Re- 
publican platform on this, which 
meant he would approve the re- 
linquishment of present federal 
rights.

This mar- 
gin of more than 100,000 mounted 
steadily during tabulations last 
night and today. Kentucky has 11 
electoral votes. 

Political observers said the pull- 
ing power of the Truman-Barkley 
ticket was responsible in part for 
the apparent defeat of Republican 
Senator John Sherman Cooper. 
Returns from the 3184 precincts 
gave Chapman an apparently safe 
margin of 336,225 to Cooper’s 308,- 
792. 


Chapman, facing active opposi- 
tion of several labor groups, 
trailed far behind the Truman-

yet before Russia can begin prq- 
ducing atom bombs. 

Laurence’s estimates are based 
on published reports from former 
Secretary of War Stimson and the 
Smyth official nenmeary of bomb- 
making.- 

He finds that America’s five 
big plants, making bomb metals, 
produced only enough for the first 
three in an average of six months 
work each, He says United 


States production can be assumed 
to have speeded up. For this rea- 
son we now can have a maximum 
of 200 to 300 bombs—and could be 
making one every. five days. 
The job ‘s so big, he says, that 
Russia can be expected to require 
a longer time to make its bombs. 


The Russian counterparts of the 


industries that made American 
bombs are still crude, he says.

Seventeen Republicans and 16 
Democrats won election to the 
Eighty-first Congress which con- 
venes next January. The G.O.P. 
majority of one could be decisive 
for the state’s vote in the event 
the presidential election is thrown 


into the House of Representatives. j. 


The lead was won on the final 
race decided, with the re-election 
of Representative Robert J. Cor- 
bett (Rep.) in Allegheny county's 
Thirty-first District. The contest | 
was so. close the result was not de- 
termined until nearly 12 hours 
after the polls closed.

Mr. Smith in the past has been 
a patronage politician. He authored the “Dear 
Pensioner” letters, and he fought adoption of 
the new Constitution because it deprived his 
office of tax-collecting jobs. Only the other day 
he made a double-talking promise “not (to) have 
any school. . . closed unless the people in the 
district consent to such action.” In view of the 
obvious advantages of school consolidation in 


_ Missouri, this also sounded like a low-level ap- 


peal for votes. 
Mr. Smith, we hope, will put such electioneer- 
ing tactics behind him. He will open his eyes 


to the genuine needs of the state, we hope, and 


do everything in his power to meet them. With 
a Democratic Legislature to support him, that 
can be much. He has a splendid opportunity to 
make a great record. We hope he will.

Democrats in the Legislature 


In the legislative elections in St. Louis, Dem- 
ocrats were named "to all four senatorial posi- 
tions. Democfats were elected to 16 of the 18 
places to be filled in the Missouri House of Rep- 
resentatives.

Pondering Sandburg’s fine new affirmation of the American Dream, 
editor fears it will not allay young people's doubts; this country is 
peerless in material power but its spiritual sense of a special mis- 
sion “has been running thin with startling and disturbing swiftness.

The appearance of Car! Sandburg’s first 
novel. “Remembrance Rock.” has been na- 
tionally hailed as a publishing event. Some 


critics are combing their vocabularies for 


words of praise which wil] not sound t#o 
weak or tao smooth-worn. Here. the pub- 
lic is being told, is the essential quality of 
the American Dream, set forth as only a 
poet who is at the same time a seer could 
give it substance. C 
With much of the 
praise of Mr. Sand- 
burg’s new book, we 
are in agreement. To 
us, its inte ntion 
seems better than its 
performance, But it 
is a proud, honest, 
searching book. It 
should make better 
Americans, better 
men and women, of 
those who read it. It 
should do so because 
it represents, unless 
we fail to underatand 
the author, the reply 
which a profound be- naneperg 
liever in the greatness of America and 
of the American people makes to the mis- 
giving born within him by the develop- 
ments of the past few years. 


It is an affirmation of faith made to 
his own troubled spirit. And thereby it be- 
comes a tract for the whole American 
people at this hour. . 


Liberty's Symbol of Greatness 


There never has been a time when Ameri- 
cans have not believed their country great. 
In those disorganized and disorderly years 
between Yorktown and the end of the 
Eighteenth. century, when it looked as 
though the youthful United States might 
fly into fragments at any moment, Tom 
Paine could write “The Rights of Man” 
exhorting Europe to look across the Atlan- 
tic for its hope of the future, and his 
readers in the young states took his assur- 
ance as a matter of course. 

As Europeans grew more and more 
doubtful regarding their own future, this 
American assurance became more and 
more irksome to them. It still is. The 
greatness of America has not been denied. 
It could hardly be denied in the face of 
recent history. But it has been disparaged 
as a greatness almost wholly material. We 
are a nation that boasts of bigness, 


Well, all thoughtful Americans recognize 
this characteristic. But that has not been 


‘the only sense in which her people have 


cherished America’s greatness. Nor has it 
been, in fact, the conception of their coun- 
try which most Americans have weighed 
when they claimed for her some apecial 
and enlarged national unity. 


The national greatness, for them, has 


been something other than materia] pewer, 
something deeper than that, something 
spiritual. It has been greatness in terms 
of ideals, of aspirations and of example. 
It has been a greatness symbolized by the 
terch which Bartholdi set aloft in the up- 
flung arm of the Statue of Liberty. 


Jefferson’s Inspiring Words 
This is.a greatness which found expres- 


‘America’s greatness in terms of its ideals 


and of its devotion to human liberation 
that produced the moral revulsion against 
the Mexican War.

The reaction from 
Wilson’s speeches to the post-Versailles 
reality did something to the American sou! 
which even yet cannot be fully measured. 
It left permanent scars. No “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic” came out of World War 
Il. ‘The very idea that some poet Sand- 
burg, for instance—might have attempted 
to write one sounds obscene. 


Americans with informed and honest 
minds were gagging at the cynicism of the 
Atlantic Charter long before Mr. Roosevelt 
tried to explain it away as no more than 
some offhand notes hastily jotted on an 
odd piece of scratch paper and then handed 
out t6 make a newspaper story. 


In this world bequeathed by the war, 
young Americans who came back from 
Anzio and Guadalcanal are asking: Are the 
days of America’s greatness in ideals, 
America as an example and a torch, over? 
Is this nation, with such material strength 
as no other has ever wielded, settling down 
to be just another Great Power? 


Trailing Ruin and Death? 


It can be that. It can be more than a 
Great Power; it can be the Greatest Power. 
Its fleets can command the seven seas, and 
its air forces can impose the American 
will on every continent. It can come closer 
to setting up a world empire, in the Roman 
sense, than has any other nation in all 
history. Even Russia cannot stop us—not 
while we have sole possession of the atom 
bomb. There is a kind of greatness which 
plainly lies. within our reach. And what 
will it get us? Toynbee has the answer: 
Ruin. Death. 


‘What kind of greatness? That is the 
real question which: the disturbed young 
American whom Sandburg is trying to 
reassure fs asking. His nove] touches the 


_ edges of that question, treats it obliquely, 


but never quite comes to grips with it or 


’ answers it In the words young Americans 


want to hear. 


There is such a greatness. Something of 
it is in the European Recovery Program, 
though it does not find untrammeled utter- 
ance there. It is in the flow of food and 
clothing and other relief supplies ‘to the 
war. victims of Europe and Asia. It has 


- been all but smothered in the D.P. bills, 


but -there is still a little of it there. It 
is in the world-girdling efforts of church 
missions, of foundations and sometimes 


of official scientific bodies to fight disease, 


to enlarge harvests, to lift the living level 
of earth’s .exploited masses. 


But wntil there has been born in this 
country a religious reconception of the 
méaning of America, this greatness in 
spiritual ideas will be overshadowed by the 
assertion of greatness. in material power.

ily expects the rug to be jerked from

The vagaries of conduct induced by this 
state of apprehension form the pettern 
of Mr. Spewack’s story. Its import is 
large if one cares to ponder it. In general, 
however, the nove) is a touch-and-go affair 
and its chief effect is one of sardonic 
humor despite the several tragic incidents 
which occur from time to time. 

In the place of a bold thesis the author 
uses a fairly simple mechanical device to 
bring the varied actions of his characters 
into one focus. Under Secretary Renwick 
of the American Embassy staff. surrepti- 
tiously gives a can of peaches from the 
embassy store to a newspaper man. The 
peaches wander all over Moscow. By the 
time they are returned to their starting 
place they have touched almost as many 
lives as the Ring of the Nibelungs. - 

The peaches, however, serve no purpose 
other than to provide a thread of continu- 
ity. The real interest is in the human 
scene which has a mich greater variety 
than you might have supposed in view of 
the physical monotony of life: imposed by 
war and the Soviet bureaucracy. One gets 
a brief glimpse of Comrade Bunin, a con- 
vinced révolutionary who falls afoul of 
the secret police because of a chance con- 
versation with an American correspondent. 
His interrogation and subsequent moral 
defeat may be called an exercise of the 
imagination but it carries conviction. 

Then there are the two restless generals, 
who for lack of something better to do, 
carry on a campaign of mutual harass- 
ment with each other. Even more pictur- 
esque is the ex-realtor Connecticut 
who uses his status as lieutenant-colonel 
to turn dn honest dollar in the black 
market. 


The embassy staff is also at loose ends. 
Secretary Saunders 
gets honorably in- 
volved with a Rus- 
sian girl and cuts 
loose from her not 
quite so honorably.

If Russia gains 
control of China through the 
Communists, he predicted, addi- 
tional billions of American dollars 
will be required to “hold Alaska,” 
maintain the Philippines’ inde- 
pendence and allow Japan to re 
main free. 

Judd said that continued Com- 
munist successes in the Orient 
would allow Russia to “concen- 
trate” its activities on the’ United 
States and Europe. 

“That’s what is involved in the 
loss of Manchuria—it’s just like 
Pearl Harbor,” Judd said. “After 
the people know that, they will 
wake up to wnat has happened.” 

Judd expressed the opinion that 
the military situation can be 
stabilized south of China’s Great 
Wall if the United States will 
adopt a ‘“‘vigorous policy” of help- 
ing China.

AT goes into a can of peas 
is what comes out! The qual-

pends mostly on the packer and 
what kind of reputation he wants 
to build for his brand name. If 
he’s determined to produce canned 
peas to please the buyer, he sees 
that no time is lost between har- 
vesting of the peas when they 
reach the best eating stage and 
the canning. When there’s delay* 
between picking and canning the 
sweet, sugary flavor changes to a 
bland, starchy one and the deli- 
cate, tender texture becomes firm 
and starchy. 

In fact, most packers build their 
plants near the fields so little or 
no time: is lost in gotting the peas 
into cans. 

The home cook eventually finds 
out what brand is the family fa- 
vorite,- for most families are 
“choosey” about the canned peas 
they eat. The size of the peas and 
their flaver are the deciding fac- 
tors with most people. Whichever 
brand may be preferred in your 
household, those peas often can be 
served economically in numerous 
ways and théy are relatively high 
in food value.

HE stickler for strict etymo- 

logical usage could regard the 

word “admire” as an insult 
rather than a compliment. For one 
who “admires” your good qualities 
is, literally, astonished at them! 

Thus the old Greek phrase, 
which Cicero made famous, tu ad- 
mire nothing, actually meant to 
be surprised at nothing! And as 
late as the 17th century, Thomas 
Fuller apparently had the same 
thing in mind when he wrote, “To 
wonder at Pharaoh, and even ad- 
mire at myself.”

NEVITABLY, I had heard of 
| the impending North African 

invasion. Talk in the back seat 
of my staff car was more Top 
Secret than anything on paper.

One month before the birthday 
party I had taken General Lisen- 
hower out to Telegraph Cottage 
in a hurry.

The bidding was not too good, 
since South should have started 
with one club. However, the final 
contract was reasonable enough, 
because North-South could not 
very well.foresee the blocked con- 
dition of the opponents’ diamond 
suit, and therefore could not logic- 
ally land at three no-trump. 

West opened the diamond 10; 
East cashed the ace and king, 
then shifted to a low club. De- 
clarer won, led to the spade ace 
and back to the king—then went 
into a long huddle, whether to 
risk the lead of a third trump. 
If he failed to make this attempt 
to drop the two outstanding 
trumps together, he would un- 
doubtedly go down a trick; where- 
as, if he did make the attempt 
and found both of the trumps in 
one hand, he might take a severe 
penalty. 

After much thought, South. de- 
cided that he wov'!d not give up 
his game without a struggle, and 
he therefore Jed the third trump. 
He was a sad player when West 
promptly drew still another round 
of trumps and then rattled off 
five diamond tricks. Down six. 

It was impossible for South to 
make an intelligent decision at 
the point of*his huddle, but that 
point never should have been 
reached! The sensible line of play, 
combining enterprise with some 
caution, was to play a low spade 
at the third trick and duck in 
dummy, thus leaving two trumps 
on the board. As it happened, 
West could ruff a club return, but 
this would not destroy South’s po- 
sition. If the spades broke 33, 
South would discover the fact 
very shortly and capitalize it; if 
they did not, he would go down 
only one trick instead of six.
